Mr. Hoover Attempting 
To Arrange ‘Relief 


’ Yondon,-Aug. 10. 
Rellable British sources to-night 
said Mr. Herbert Hoover has already 
appronched: the - British: authorities 
with the suggestion that the United 
States provide large scale food relief 
for continental Europe. . 


It is understood that Mr. Hoover 
sponsored inquiries among certain 
Brilish quarters regarding . the 
‘attllude the British Government 
would adopt {f private United States 
interests undertake to attempt to 

opulntions, 

The -gencral British attitude, os 
evidenced by the indignation arouse 
by Mr. Cudahy’s statement on Tues- 
day, Is. that It would’ be almost im- 
possible. for any outside organisation 
to undertake the distribution of 
supplies to needy Germnn-occupied 
territories without risking a propor- 
tion of such supplies falllng into 
enemy hands. : 

At the same {ime British sources 
hold that Germany could easily re- 
move the danger of o food shortuge 
in certain areas she has occupied by 
distributing her own ample stocits— 
estimated here to include between 
six to nine months’ normal supply of 
bread and grains alone, not includ- 
Ing the current crop. 2 

It is emphnsised here that one 
condition of ‘Hitler’s promises was to 
bring prosperity and plenty to the 
Germnn protected countrics, and that 
now Is the time for him te prove his 
good intentions. ‘ 

A survey of best informed British 
sources jndicates that all the recent 
predictions of a general famine in 
<Europe In the coming winter, to- 
gether with Mr. Cudahy's nssertion 
(hat 8,000,000 Belgians are facing the 
threat of starvation, are exaggerated. 

Taking Into consideration the 
known or calculnted reserves at the 
outbreak of war, together with the 
best estimates of the current crop, 
éxperta have drawn a fairly detailed 
pleture of the winter food situation, 
which has. been substantially sub- 
scribed to by both British and neutral 
observers. : 

This can be summarised us follows: 

(1). Europe gencraliy will be 
compelled .ta fail back on- reserve 
stocks to cope with the diMcult pro- 
blem of distrivution and to assure 
that the best possible use is made of 
available stocks; 

(2). Certuin areas, notably Poland, 
Norway and Belglum, have a food 
problem whtch is already Mkely to 
“become very diMcult"* about the 
beginning of the new year, This 
applies particularly to the industrial 
districts, where it will Involve ratlon- 
ingg and, perhaps, a certain amount 
of mainutrition; 

. (3). United States relict will in- 
evitnbly enhance Germany's capacity

OBITUARY 
South . African Magnate 
Dies At Capetown -

‘Capetown, Aug. 10. 

The death is announced of Slr Abe

Abe Bailey, the South African 
magnate, was born at Cradock, Cape 
Colony, in 1864, the son of the Hon.

In-the early days he was a member 
of the Staatsrand, During the 
Uitlanders’ ogitation agolnst the 
policy adopted towards them by 
President Kruger which culminated 
In the famous Jameson Raid in 1895, 
Bailey .waa Dr. Jumeson’s lieutenant.

When the South African war came, 
he herped tu rawe several irregular 
corps, joined General Pole-Curew’s 
statt ag an intelligence officer and was 
later made chief Intelligence oMfcer 
of thut brigade, He then became 
member for Hatkly West. Both in 
und out of Parliament he urged the 
benefits of unifying South Africa. 
When the Union Parliument was 
constituted he sat for Krugersdorp, 
Transvaal, from 1910 to 1924. For 
his heip in establishing the Union he 
wus knighted (.C.M.G.) in 1011 
and was made a baronet in 1018.

importance to India and the British

‘Viceroy of India, Lord Linlithgow,

The announcement contalned the 
news that Indin’s legislative powers 
were to be greatly augmented, su 
much so that a very definite stride has 
been taken towards Dominion: Status. 
This should in fact. . constitute the 
next step. . 

It ts safe to say that every section 
of the Empire has Jong been antl 
clpating the day when India could 
definitely be listed amongst the In- 
dependent but loyi countries com- 
prising the British Dominions. ‘This 
eventuality has recently been 
visualised still more persistently, the 
more so as the present Viceroy of 
India, Lord Linlithgow, has untiring- 
ly been doing his 
about. racial unity . between the 
political parties within the country 
itself,—a necessary pre-requisite to 
f-determination 

The British Government has long 
expressed u desire that India should 
attain dominion status, and animated 
by this hope, it was announced in the 
Autumn of last year that the Govern- 
or- General's Council should be 
expanded so as to include a number 
of* Indian representatives of the 


various political parties us soon as, 


evidences of concord and coopera- 
ton warranted the step. Indian 
leaders of every party were, there- 
fore, urged to tule practical steps to 
achieve this ‘end. 

The telegram now received an- 
nounces that the Government Is pre- 
pured to welcome these additions to 
the Executive Council and, at the 
same time, has expressed a desire for 
the estublishinent “of a body which 
will more - closely associate Indian 
public opinion with the conduct of hte 
war by the Central Government."

He haa an, unruly mop” of 
brown hair, a *parrel chest, and 
he stands aix feet one in spite

petually leaning over a jury box. 

When he sits’ in a chair he 
sprawls like a shecpdog, at rest 
‘but his blue, humour-flecked 
cyes look out from under knitted 
brows whiting for the argument

Vigorous Talker 


His talk, with a native Indiana 
tangy, is even more vigorous.

He spills out figures, 
dates, technical facts, historical 
parallels, : 


When the argument grows 
hot his eyes get hawk-like and 
his stubborn upper lips stiffens. 
If an opponent wilts under his 
fire, Willkie is. disgusted.” -He 
doesn’t want the argument to 
end. , 


For being that ‘sort of man 
Wendell Willkie gets $75,000 a 
year, but -he hag, never owned an 


automobile. (Old Indiana friends - 


say that when he‘ did try driv- 
ing an automobile he was. a 
menace, always arguing over his 
shoulder, frequently letting go 
the wheel to gesture with both 
hands). 7 


Between hia apartment on 
‘Manhattan's upper Fifth Avenue 
and his office on narrow, down- 
town Pine’ Street he uses atib- 
ways and taxicabs, 


Besides having no automobile, 
he ‘carries no watch. He- gets 
the time from waiters, or from 
clocks in store windows, and one 
of the duties of his man secre- 
tary is’ to tell him ‘the time.

The name of Willkie was 


originally Willcke. All four of

Herman Willkie, was a lawyer 


and a wealthy landowner in the 
town: of Elw ood, Indo. (pop.

‘her family (six. children, of 
whom Wendell was the third) 
helped hep husband in hfs law 
practice, 


Elwood was then riding high.

British button factories are 
expecting 2 boom. When the 
stocks of — Halian “vegetable 
ivory” buttons are exhausted, 
their place will have to be taken 
by buttons -of plastic material,

“Veyetable ivory” buttons, which 
are made from the Corozo nut, were 
hand-made, The nut, imported from 
Ecuador, was dried and sliced by 
small circular saws. It was a highly- 
skilled process, but wus done cheaply 
in Italy beca se of the low wages. 

‘In recent years Canada hag been 
producing the durable plastic buttons. 
These are superior to the nut buttons 
In that consistent colours are obtain- 
able.

India has shown her loyalty and 
readiness to help Great Britain in the 
struggie now being waged. She has 
earned the recognition that ane Home 
Government’ has accorded her. The 
country clearly secs that Hitler and 
his system would prove an enemy to 
Indian civilization, He would, ff In 
power, not only put back “self-deter- 
mination for India” for gencrations— 
In fact, for so long as his system en- 
dured—but he would exploit the 
country to its utmost. In plain 
words, he would rob the country of 
‘all it possesses, forcing the people 
tnto slaves, existing only for the 
oggrandisement of the Germon race. 
India, realizing what is ot stake, ts all 
the more willing to offer. her man- 
power and her resources’ to Great 
Britain towards the final overthrow 
of the reign of aggression that Is 
sweeping through Europe 50: dis- 
astrously. 

Indin_ now faces a task of great 
magnitude. She has repentedly de- 
elared for self-determination. The
